The bill, as 
passed, was a committee substitute 
for the original bill, introduced by 
Representative Miliner of Dodge 
county.

The bill as passed provides that 
for the years 1924 and 1925 the sum 
of $250,000 be used each year for the 
building of a new tubercular sani- 
tarium at Alto, the present plant then 
to" be turned into a tubercular sani- 
tarium for negroes.

George McCleery the first witness 
for the defense, testified that Pzra 
Houck, Jr., brother «f the dead woman, 
had told him sho:t!y after Mrs. Kep- 
ners body was found, that she «ad 
tried suicide before.

A. B. Wood, acting coroner, who 
gave a certificate of death by suicide 
before -the inquest was held. also 
stated that members of the Houck 
family had told him Mrs. Kepner had 
ee atteirpted to take her own 
ife.

The stream of humanity, . cosmo- 
politan as that of the mighty nation 
seemed without end as the hours of 
the night dragged along. By 
o'clock it was estimated that more 
than 15,000 already had filed past 
the flag-draped coffin and probably 
that many ‘more still were in line 
maving slowly toward the Harding 
home. At that hour they were pass- 
ing through at the rate of about 40 
per minute or 2,400 per hour. 

The line early in the evening had

Marion, Ohio, August 9.—(By the

today passed the office of the Marion 
Star, where the chief executive spent 
the best years of his life building a 
newspaper on kindliness and consider- 
ation of “folks” and where he was 
known only as “W. G.” there was 
oné man above all others who had 
a heavy heart. 

_ This man had been with Mr. Hard- 
ing for 37 years, entering his employ 
shortly after he purchased the Pebble 
—a tiny newspaper and the first 
newspaper enterprise of the _ late 
chief executive. This man—Lewis 
Miller—had helped Mr. Harding set 
type, wash rollers of the resses, 
sometimes collect a bad debt—for 
there were many in the early days 
of the Pebble. 

Mr, Miller related how many times 
“W. G.” had called him into the 
dingy office on the second floor of a 
small building still standing at the 
corner of Center and State streets 
and say: “Lew, I haven’t enough 
money to get the paper for this 
week's issue out of the office (it al- 
ways came c. o. d. in those days), 
can you loan me your week’s salary.” 

Mr. Miller always was ready to 
forego his week’s pay check in order 
to help out the “boss.” 

After the Pebble was merged into 
the Star, Mr. Miller continued in 
Mr. Harding’s employ and today is 
still working on the Star although 
now more than 70 years of age. 7 

It was Mr. Miller who, the nigh 
of November 2, 1920, headed a small 
delegation of Star employees which

1923 cotton crop’ prospects out there. 

In reporting the condition of the crop 
in Texas, the government and other ex- 
perts treat the state ag a whole, and the 
same thing is done in reporting weather 
conditions. Of course, everyone knows the 
size of Texas, but I do not believe that 
everyone realizes the extent of the cotton 
gtowing territory. Formerly, the bulk of 
the Texas crop came from north and cen- 
trat Texas, but in recent years central

west and northwest Texas have begun to) 


grow cotton on an enormous scale.

of those western counties raise as much as | 


60,000 bales per season, where just a few 
years ago no cotton at all was even planted. 


In speaking of a drouth in Texas, we | 
mre lead to believe that the entire crop | 


there is burning up, while as a mater of 


fact, ig this western part of the state | 


conditions at the preerent time are excellent 
and the ultimate crop will be of very large 
dimensions. Of course, it fs dry there and 
always is, but it is this very condition that 
has revolutionized the growing of cotton 
in the southwest. Mtichell county, Texas, 
Inst season raised 238,500 bales of cotton 
on a total annual rainfall of 12% inches.

They raise cotton out there on one rain 


after the crop is up, provided there is a. 


good season in the ground in the spring, | 
oe | No doubt you've beard the Turtle-dove 


which is usually the case. The ground 
is broken in the fall and left to catch the 
winter moisture, in the form of rain and 
snow, and then in the early spring is broken 
again. This part of the state is almost 
frea of underbrush and trees. ‘This fact, 
coupled with a severe winter and hot sum- 
mer, has discouraged the propagation of 
the boll weevil, and the west Texas farmers 
are not bothered in that respect. Recent 
crop reports kpeak of severe ‘‘shedding’’ in 
Texas. That is nothing unusual, as the 
crop is picked from_a bare stalk, very few 
leaves surviving through the late summer 
and early fall months. 

In east Texas, the dry weather has se- 
verely injured the- crop, and this is like- 
wise true in certain parts of south, central 
and north Texas.: Conditions in east Texas 
are about the same as in Georgia. The 
soil and climate is about the same, and 
the present drouth has done much damage 
there, because that part of the state can- 
not stand extreme dry weather, the same 
as with us here. Parts of north Texas 
and parts of central’ Texas have had suf- 
ficient rain. Texas is ae large as thts 
entire southeastern territory and it is a 
little misleading for the experts to treat 
the state as a whole, when cotton growing 
conditions are so varied. 

Even here in Georgia we have had too 
much moisture in one part of the state, 
and tm another, around Athens for instance, 
it has been rather dry. In Texas cotton 
is grown under many different conditions, 
For instance, ig extreme southwest Texas, 
in those counties bordering on ‘the Rio 
Grande river and Gulf of Mexico, cotton is 
grown under the same conditions as obtain 
‘in Arizona and California—irrigation. This 
crop’ alone is larger than that grown in 
eertain other cotton growing states, and is 
rarely affected by the weather. 

Texas will raise 4,000,000 baies this sea- 
son, in spite of the opinion of experts to 
the contrary. As a matter of fact, I quite 
agree with The Constitution that these 
early crop estimates are very misleading.

* BUILDING MATERIAL. 

Prof. Henry C. Sherman, of Colum- 
bia, finds that the ordinary mixed diet 
of Americans and Europeans, at 
least among the dwellers in cities and 
towns, is probably more often defi- 
cient in calcium (lime) than in any 
other chemical element. 

When the diet is deficient in lime 
the growth and development of the 
bones and teeth of the young are re- 
tarded or prevented, and the lime of 
the teeth and bones of adults is dis- 
solved out to supply the body's de- 
mand for the element. The bones and 
teeth contain more than 99 per cent 
of the lime in the body; the blood, 
brain and other organs contain less 
than 1 per cent of the body's total 
content of lime. The acknowledged 
authorities on human nutrition esti- 
mate-that about 15 grains of lime is

- The bad habit of the American ur- 
ban family, eating too much meat 
and refined or milled cereal products, 
and not enough milk and dairy prod- 
ucts, is the reason for the lime @efi- , 
ciency which Sherman. deseribes. This 
nutrition chemist advocates, for such 
city families as cannot’ or will not 
use enough of these natural foods, the 
addition of lime to the salt in the 
salt’ cellars, equal parts of ‘calciam 
carbonate and salt. Powdered egg- 
shell js practically pure calcium car-, 
bonate. | Prepared chalk is calcium 
carbonate. :

Thunderstorm’s Squall- 
cloud. % 


One of the awesome phenomena of 
the thunderstorm is the squall-cioud, 
showing as an onrusuing, dark gray 
arch, spanning the western or north- 
western. sky against a_ blue-biack 
background of falling rain. Some- 
times it in called tne “storm col- 
lar.” It is the forward projection of 
the lower portion »f{ the thunder- 
storm cloud, and is overshadowed by 
the forward-spreadinyg, dense cioud 
sheet above, 

As it approaches, the raggedness of 
its lower edge becomes noticeable, 
and at once a rapid upward motion 
of flecks of dark cloud joining the 
body of the cloud is evident. Wisps 
suddenly aj@ear and rush into the 
low Cloud. Now the arch has rea.hed 


directions; at once tne dead calm ‘is 
broken by a swirl of dust as the iront 
of the cool squall] arrives. The trees, 
looking vividly grecu against the 
dark blue background, bend away 
from the approaching darkness and 
the growl of the thunder. Seattering 
raindrops begin to fall. Overhead the 
sky is like a boiling cauldron.

The resultant situation Is that the 
department is, technically, “short 
about $230,000, which is approximate- 
ly the amount that will be necessary 
to pay the November and December 
salaries of teachers.

Board Claims $291,419.75. 

The school board’s report to Mayor 
Sims made by W. L. MeCalley, Jr., 
chairman of the finance committee 
of the board, estimated that $291,419,- 
75 ig available to spend on the Giris’ 
High school. He included in that 
sum the $230,000 “special appropri- 
ation of the school board” which 
Mayor Sims says the board hasn't 
got. This leaves $61,419 estimated to 
be available from part of anticipat- 
el savings of $137,739 on uncom- 
pleted school buildings, ia | an ap- 
praisal value of $50,000 for awo un- 
sold sections of the present, Girls’ 
High school site, 

“Both of these figures,” said the 
mayor, “are objectionable. jj oe 
matter of fact, the school board hasn't 
got a dollar to spend on the Girls’ 
High school except the $15,000 special 
appropriation for grading made _ by 
the Fulton county commission. “The 
whole school building program’ as 
handied by the school board has been 
2a most abominable example of bad 
business judgement.” 

The course the board of education 
is expected to pursue under its often 
reiterated pledge of treating both sen- 
ior high schools alike, is to divide the 
$567,000 Boys’ High apportionment 
hetween the two schools, carrying 
them both toward the same stage of 
completion, and at the same time to 
fight for a new $5,000,000 school bond 
issue to finish both jobs and to make 
all other additions to the present 
school plants necessary under the pro- 


: T. gram mapped out 
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The first shot in the $5,000,000 — 
bond campaign was fired by W. L. 
McCalley, Jr., at the last meeting of 
the board of education. 

The next regular meeting of the fuli 
board, set originally for August 14, 
was postponed until August 21 by 
President W. W. Gaines on his return 
to Atlanta Thursday from his yvaca- 
tion. The delay was made in order 
that Sueprintendent of Schools Will- 
is A. Sutton, and members of the 
board now out of town on vacations, 
might all attend the meeting in or- 
der to participate in making the ar- 
rangements necessary for adjusting the 
board's resources to the demands made 
upon if. 

All of the school building contracts 
were made subject to amendment and 
various units at first planned to he 
built have already been lopped off 
several schools. Further cuts in 
buildings not already completed prob- 
ably will be made and the Boys’ High 
plans will be changed, radically, in 
order to apply to the Girls’ Hich some 
of the money tentatively apportioned 
to the Boys’ High. 

No Help From Citys. 

“Whatever the board plans, it will 
have to plan without anticipating any 
further help from the city treasury.’ 
Mayor Sims asserted Thursday. ‘"l'he 
scheol department, under the law, 
gets 26 per cent of all city revenues 
and in addition to that we have ai- 
ready bought text books for the de- 
partment. We @an not give the schools 
any more money above their leza! a}- 
lowance without seriously crippling 
all other departments of the city, prac- 
tically all of which have already 
been subjected to cuts under the June 
budget. 

“The schools are operated by the 
board of education without let or hin- 
drance from mayor or general coun- 
cil, having their income fixed 
by law, and the board of edu- 
ention placed on its own responsi- 
bility to run the schools on the money 
it gets. I believe that the svstem 
is wrong, and that the schools should 
be as much under the conjro!l of may- 
or and council as the waterworks, con- 
struction, health and other depart- 
ments. As long as they are inde- 
pendent, however, they will have ta 
shoulder their own burdens,” he con- 
cluded.

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MORE SALADS! 

Do you get tired of the continual re- 
‘minders that. salads are among our 
most whelesome foods, both winter 
and summer? 

Perhaps you do. But the fact is 
so worth reiterating that it is worth 
talking about even at the danger of 
becoming wearisome, For salads have 
all the best qualities of all-the-year 
food accessories, and in summer es- 
pecially, when the gardens are full of 
salad possibilities, and when the sys- 
tem crayes crispness and coolness are 
they worthy our attention, 

Remember that, if you wish to do 
so, you can plan a salad that is prac- 
tically a meal in itself. A salad 
made, for instance of boiled rice mix- 
ed with minced green pepper and pi- 
mento, ‘served with mayonnaise on 
lertuce leaves, and dubbed Creole 
salad, is one of these all-round sorts 
And a salad made of potatoes and 
broiled bacon cut in tiny pieces, on 
lettuce Jeaves, with mayonnaise or 
French dressing, is another. Stuffed 
tomatoes, with a filling of meat or 
rice, are another. 

And, of course, if you wish a salad 
simply for its donation of crispness 
and coolness to the meal, why there 
is the salad of lettuce or chicory or 
endive, dressed with French dress- 
ing—cold and crisp and 
but adding little in bulk and nourish- 
ment, And there is the fruit salad. 
made daintily of just a bit of fruit 
meat on a long, boat-shaped piece of 
end ive, dressed with French dress- 
ing; or four pitted cherries, big and 
ripe, or half a ripe peach, or a little 
diced orange. ‘These are quite ap 
propriate dinner salads, as they are 
not bulky or filling. 

If you wish. a more hearty fruit 
salad, of course, it is an easy mat- 
ter to make one. For instance, there 
are cherries pitted and stuffed with 
cream cheese, and there are pears 


' all be 


halved and filled with cream cheese. 
There are salads composed of banan- 
eut in sizeable chunks and mixed 
with orange fruits, or with canned 
pineapple and maraschino cherries. 
Mayonnaise always combines’ well 
with fruit, and, of course, it makes a 
salad more substantial than French

New York, August 9.—The cotton 
market was rather nervous and un- 
settled today. Bullish private crop 
advices caused partial recoveries from 
a sharp opening decline, but the de- 
tailed weather reports showed show- 
ers in Texas, and after selling up from 
22.80 to 23.14 for December the price 
broke back to early low level under 
renewed liquidation. 

December closed at 22.95 on cover- 
ing, but the tone was barely steady 
at a net decline of 5 points on August 
and of 35 to 45 points on October 
and later deliveries. 

The market opened weak at a de- 
cline of 43 to 54 points under over- 
night selling orders and scattering 
pressure encouraged by relatively easy 
eables and prospects for lower tem- 
peratures in the southwest. The 
decline brought in a good deal of cov- 
ering and some trade buying which 
steadied the market shorjjw after the 
opening, and rallies followed a private 
report placing the midmonth condi- 
tion of the crop at 66.1 compared 
with 70.3 toward the end of July. 
This report indicated that the con- 
dition in Texas had deteriorated 9 
points for the half month, and the 
late forenoon rally was accompanied 
by talk of a better demand for cotton 
csoods in the local market and bullish 
comment on the showing of the weath- 
er map. October advanced from 22.89 
to 23.17 and January from 22.63 to 
22.93, but fresh buying was held in 
check by the uncertainty of weather 
conditions over tomorrow's adjourn- 
ment, and another wave of liquidation 
followed the- publication of the de- 
tailed reports, showing showers at 16 
stations in Texas and three in Okla- 
homa. 

Prices on some months made new 
Icw ground for the day before this 
selling subsided, with October selling 
to 22.85 and January at 22.61, or 50 
to 56 points net lower, but the rain- 
fall reported in the southwest was 
considered too light to do much good 
with one or two exceptions, and the 
losses were partly recovered in,the late 
trading. 

Rxnorts today were 4.916 bales mak- 
ing 74.729 so far this season. Port 
receipts 5.058. United States port 
stocks 171,843.

NEW ORLEANS LIST 
AGAIN DEPRESSED 

New Orleans, August 9.—Rain in 
the western belt and hope of more to 
eome caused depressions in the price 
of cotton today. Much'realizing was

peak of crude oil production has about# 
been reached and that there will be 
a marked change for the better after 
this month or in September.

ZIONIST. PRESIDENT

Carlsbad, August 9.—A _ virtual 
threat that he would lay down his of- 
fice if the Zionist congress failed to 
adopt his policy of obtaining’ the 
help of leading non-Zionist forces for 
the reconstruction task in Palestine 
was delivered by Dr. Chaim Weiz- 
mann, president, at a meeting last 
night attended only by delegates who 
belong to none of! the opposing fac- 
tions. 

After outlining -his policy, Dr. Weiz- 
mann said “this is my system. ‘There 
are other systems, but they require 
other people to carry them through.” 

His grounds for wishing to extend 
the agency were “political as well as 
financial,” Dr. Weizmann said. The 
British government, he continued, may 
ask the Zionists tomorrow what they 
have done about the extension of the 
agency. 

The fourth article of the Palestine 
mandate, which recognizes the Zion- 
ist organization as the agency of the 
Jewish people in all matters pertain- 
ing to the Jewish national home and 
suggests that it invite all forces will- 
ing to help in the upbuilding of the 
Jewish Palestine, was the chief ob- 
ject of attack by all Zionist oppo- 
nents. 

“The agency affords the desired op- 
portunity of gaining the co-operation 
of world Jewry,” Dr. Weizmann said. 
“IT am confident that we can win the 
aid of the Jewish joint distribution 
committee in America as well as of 
the American Jewish committee, and 
finally of organized Jewish labor in 
America. Against this need of re- 
cruiting new forces there is offered 
a panacen, the Jewish world congress. 
A real world congress demands an 
effort extending through years, which 
we have not.”

GERMANY 1S DEPRESSED 
BY UNOS STATEMENT

Berlin, August 9.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.)\—Chancellor Cuno’s ad- 
dress to the reichstag in whicn he de- 
clared that: passive resistance in the 
Ruhr and Rhineland would continue 
to be supported by the nation, has 
been received as the most depressing 
statement yet made to the national 
legislature by the present government. 
The coalition parties regard it as a 
disappointing utterance. 

The chancellor was visibly discon- 
certed by the boisterous beckling of 
the communist members who, when 
he arose to speak haled him as a 
“traitor,” “swindler” and “president 
of the Stinnes company.” He was 
continually interrupted as the address 
was begun, but when it was finished 
there wag prolonged applause. 

Asserting that the British draft 
reply to the last German reparation 
note eontained much that was impos- 
sible of fulfillment, Herr Cuno said 
it appeared England bad gone extraor- 
dinarily far in her concessions to the 
French viewpoint. 

“Tt Pires ag to continue with 
al] our strength passive resistance free 
from mad acts of violence and terror.’ 
h® said, and to support actively from 
the unoccupied territory the popula- 
tion which is persevering in a pas- 
sive resistance of its own will. 


Effect in England. 

London, August 9.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press. )—Chancellor Cuno’s 
speech in the reichstag yesterday seem- 
ingly ha& had little etfect in England, 
w.gre the dominant opinion expressed 
by those in authority is that the im- 
portance of German government utter- 
unces is approaching the vanishing. 
point so far as the actual effects are 
concerned, 

The most welcome part of the 
speech was the chancellor’s admission 
that the German government had noth- 
ing to expect from Great Britain in 
the way of sympathy or assistance. 
It is hoped this will mollify the 
French, who have been insisting that 


the present British policy is serving | 
only to strengthen Germany’s resis- : 


ance in the Ruhr and elsewhere. 


The cabinet met again this morn- | 


ing and continued its efforts to for- 
mulate an answer to the French and 
Belgian notes which. contained a vir- 
tual rejection of the British draft note 
to Germany. Great Britain will not 
yet admit the impossibility of bring- 
ing the allies into accord for a joint 
reply to Germany's latest reparation 
offer, it appears from current utter- 
ances in political quarters, 


To Continue in Power. 

Paris August 9~( By the Associated 
Press.)—Information received in of- 
ficial quarters here from Berlin in- 
dicates that the Cuno government is 
likely to continue in power. The re- 
tail storekeepers, dismayed by the fall 
of the mark, are said to be prepar- 
ing to close their shops tomorrow, but 
the government is regarded as strong 
enough to meet any eventuality. 

The interallied reparation commis- 
sion has taken note of the new gold 
lean projected by the German govern- 
ment. It is understood that the com- 
mission will maintain the prior lien 
of all reparation obligations on Ger- 
man resources under the provisions of 
the treaty of Versailles.
